SHANTY BOAT LICENSES. 



Muat A'ow be Secured With a Certifi- 
cate of Good Character. 



An Ohio state law that went into ef- 
fect on July 1st, requires the owner of 
every house boat on Ohio waters, or at- 
tached to the Ohio shore, to register and 
procure a license from the Probate Court 
of the county in which his boat is located. 

In order to obtain this license a certifi- 
cate of good character is necessary. If 
this law is strictly enforced, there will be 
uprovement in the average character 
of shanty boat owners that tie up along 
our shores. There is nothing to prevent 
honest man from living in a shanty 
boat if he wants to, and many such boat 
owners are honest, but there are among 
them a large number of shifty characters 
whose main line of business is plunder- 
ing a whole neighborhood and then 
dropping forty miles down the riverover 
night.

The Declaration of Independence is in- 
dividualized by the character and by the 
genius of its author. Jefferson gathered 
up the thoughts and emotions and even 
the characteristic phrases of the peo- 
ple for whom he wrote, and these be per- 
fectly incorporated with what was al- 
ready In his mind, and then to the music 
of his own keen, rich, passionate and en- 
kiDdling style, he mustered them into 
that stately and triumphant procession 
wherein, as some of us still think, they 
will go marching on to the world's end. 

There were then in Congress several 
other men who could have written the 
Declaration of Independence, and written 
it well— notably Franklin, either of the 
two Adamses. Richard Henry Lee, Wil 
liam Livingston, and, best of all, but for 
his own opposition to the measure, John 
Dickinson, but had any one ef these 
other men written the Declaration of In- 
dependence, while it would have con- 
tained, doubtless, nearly the same topics 
and nearly Ihe same great formula* ot 
political statement, it would yet havr 
been a wholly different composition from 
this of Jeffer-on's Ne one at all familiar 
with hit olhtr writings, as well as with 
the writing) of his chief coatemporaries, 
could ever have a moment's doubt, even 
if tbe fact was not already notorious, 
that this document was by Jeffersen. 
He put into it something that was his 
owe, and that no one else could have put 
there. He put himself into it— his own 
genius, his own moral force, bis faith iu 
God. his faith in ifleas, bis love wf man 
vation, bis passien for progress, his in 
viecible enthusiasm, bis intolerance uf 
prescription, of injustice, of cruelty; bis 
sympathy, his clarity of vision, his afflu- 
ence of diction, bis power to fling out 
great phrases which will long fire and 
cheer tbe souls of men struggling against 
political unrighteousness. 

And herein lies its essential originality, 
perhaps the west precious, and, indeed, 
almost the only, originality ever attach 
ing to any great literary product that is 
representative of its time. He made for 
himself no improper claim, therefore, 
when be directed tbat upon the granite 
obelisk at his grave should be carved the 
ds: "Here was buried Thomas Jeffer

The New York World prints the fol- 
lowing letter from Lutber F. McKinney. 
United States Minister to Bogota 

Booota, June 17th 

As the money question seems to be the 
Important question In the present political 
contest in tbe United States, I thought it 
might be of interest to the many readers 
of The World to know what effect silver 
legislation hasjiad upon the people of Co- 
lombia. 

Twenty years ago, in 1S70, gold and 
Rilver were coined in the mints of Colom- 
bia, both being a legal tender for all debts, 
and at that time, owing to the scarcity of 
the white meUl, silver was at a premium 
over gold of about it per cent. 

About 1880 gold was at a premium, be 
cause the imports exceeded the exports, 
and as Ihe balance had to be paid ia gold 
it required a small premium to get gold 
for the purpose. Up to 1885 the Govein 
ment continued to coin gold and silver, 
and at that time gold was at a premium 
over silver of about 20 per cent. 

In 1885 Congress passed a law that 
made paper money a legal tender for all 
debts, the paper to be payable in gold or 
!T at the option of the Government 
this being an attempt to make silver at a 
par with gold. 

This was an impossibility, for at once 
the gold all went out of tbe country, and 
the Government was on a silver basis in 
spite of its efforts by legislation to keep 
gold and silver at a parity. From that 
time to this there has been no gold in cir- 
culation in Colombia. The effect of this 
was to raise the premium on gold from 
20 per cent, in 1885 to 100 per cent, in 1895. 

At the present time (June 17th) ex- 
change on New York is 140, tbe price of 
exchange depending wholly upon the 
number of drafts upon the market and 
the demand for them. As the coffee crop 
is being shipped at this time, and the 
merchants for certain reasons are not it 
porting largely, the price of exchange 
lew. 

In the department of Panama paper 
money is not used, silver being the only 
medium of circulation, the result being 
that silver in the otner departments has 
entirely gone out of circulation, and pa 
per is the only money used.

House rents have increased from 100 
to 200 per cent. Small tenements, such 
as poor pci'p'e occupy, could be had in 
1385 for $3 a month; now the same tene- 
ments bring |8. In 1884 and 1885 the 
Protestant Minister of Bogota occupied 
a bouse for which he paid |50 a month; 
at the present time the same bouse brings 
$200 amoath. 



In 1885 table beard could be had ai 
best hotels for 91 a day; now It is |3 a 
day, and the proprietors all say there is 
much less money in the business than 
when they received ft Wearing ap- 
parel has not increased in priee in pro- 
portion te provisions, but this is becsuse 
the people are too poor to buy the goods 
they were in the habit of wearing before, 
aad the mercbaeta have placed upon the 
market the poorest quality of goods 
made in Europe for the market. The 
reason thai the merchants give for not 
buying more goods in the United States 
is that the goods are too good and the 
people cannot afford to buy them.

Scene on a Shanty-Boat on the Ohio

nusTi!»OTo:t, \V. Va., July 21.— Six 
miles above here, at the mouth of 
Three-mile creek, occurred one of the 
most horrible murders ever lcnown on 
the upper Ohio waters. 

The scene was on a shanty-boat and 
the killed are A. J. Call, aged 48; Net- 
tle Call, his daughter, 84. Loll to Call, 
another daughter, is fatally injured, 
and those in a critical condition are 
Urace Call, U, and Ottis Call, 13. 

Late Sunday night Call and his fam- 
ily retired. Etta Ilobbins. aged 84, was 
at their house, and retired" with one of 
the daughters. A little boy, who was 
Bleeping with his father, makes the 
following statement, he being the only 
one outside the Bobbins woman able to 
talk. 

He said: "At 3 o'clock Monday morn- 
ing I was awakened by Etta Ilobbins 
cutting my father with a double-bit 
ax. My sister-.. I ."1 1 ir and Nettie, ran 
into our room and Miss Robbins turned 
on them. She killed Nettie and cut 
LoUle several times, when Lollie 
leaped from the boat into the river. 
She then cut several of us children and 
then threw the ax at Lollie. who was 
swimming to the shore." Lollie is fa- 
tally injured. 

The woman acknowledged the kill- 
ing of A. J. Call, but denies killing the 
others. Call's head was almost cut off. 
and his heart was visible from a wound 
in his breast. 

The head of the girl killed was also 
almost cut off and her heart cut out. The 
children were cut in a dozen different 
places. A coroner s jury was impanel- 
ed. The verdict was that Etta Rob- 
bins committed the murders.

Another Hood I. mi. Will He Made to 
Maintain It. 

Wasihxotok, July 21.— The heavy 
gold engagements for export in New 
York Monday causes treasury officials 
to fear that more will follow before 
the week is ended. The treasury gold 
reserve at noon Monday had been re- 
duced to S"0,7S7.tl3G. In the absence of

RAILWAY ACCIDENT 



I1.U.T1MORK. July 21— The 
America, from Jamaican ports, brings 
news of an accident on the new Ja- 
maica railroad, in which 17 persons 
lost their lives and 22 were severely in- 
jured.

KENTUCKY POPULISTS. 

Their State Convention at Padncah— I- K. 
Taylor Elected Temporary Chairman. 

Paducau. Ky., July 21.— The popu- 
lists opened their atate convention here 
Monday. Tho delegates are divided 
into two factions, the weaker advo- 
cating the ratification of tho nomin 
tlon of Bryan and Sewall, while t 
other desires the sending of an uni 
structed delegation to Hi Louis to a 
as they think best. 

L. K. Taylor, of Paducah. was elc 
ted temporary secretary. In a speec 
thanking tho convention for the honor, 
Mr. Taylor said that the populists had 
forced the democrats into populism, 
and had forced them to nominate 
Bryan. 

The temporary organiiatlon was 
madu permanent. The committee on 
resolutions reported as follows: 

"Resolved, By the people's party of 
Kentucky, in delegate convention as- 
sembled: 

"First— The people's party of K< 
tucky Is unalterably opposed to the in- 
dorsement by the national convention 
of the people's party at St. Louis of the 
democratic platform and ticket nomi- 
nated at Chicago. 

Second— Wo are decidedly opposed 
to nominating any man for any office 
who will not indorse and advocate 
straight populist platform. We be- 
lieve in honest, courageous, straight- 
forward adherance to all the principles 
of our party, and the preservation of 
our organization in this crisis of our 
party to be the wisest and tho best 
policy to be pursued by our convention 
at St. Louis, both for our country and 
our party. 

Third— We favor a union of all re- 
form forces on an honorable basis If 
one preserving intact the organization 
and principles of the people's party can 
be devised. This may be done by an 
equitable division of electors and not 
" r surrender or fusion.
